Ju st a s the dally life and works of 
a man command ou r admiration, so 
also do the lives and works of the 
wasps. 
The social wasps live togeth­ 
er In peacefu l commu nistic grou ps, iu 
a common dwelling b u ilt b y their u ni­ 
ted efforts, and there rear their you ng 
with extreme care. 
The solitary wasps live 
a pa rt, each 
living his or her own life Independent 
of others of the species, except* at the 
moment of wooing. 
For themselves

for their you ng they constru ct and 
provision homes that resemb le Ju gs of 
great u tility. 
Let u s watch the p otter at her work. 
Selecting a site which instinct tells 
her Is su ited to her needs, she fiys 
away on noiseless wings to a path, 
roadside, or other locality where she 
may scrape together a tiny pile of tine 
du st.
